The platforms. along which the 
paper is rolled are built in sections 
and the turntables can be moved 
about, so that the paper can be moved 
to any desired section of the ware- 
house floor and piled. 1 

By reverse process the paper can 
be moved out another door of the 
warehouse to another loading plat- 
form. There it is received by Trrs- i 
UNE trucks and carried to the plant, 
back of The Tribune Tower, there to
